ATIONALISATION of the 
N railways, without compensa- 
tion to the shareholders, was 
foreshadowed by Colonel The O'Cal. 
laghan, presiding at a meeting of 
G.S.R. stockholders in Dublin 
yesterday. He said that further 
interference with their capital: would 
seriously affect the whole industrial 
security of the country. When the 
war ended the country should make 
every effort to attract the capital 
necessary for its development. State 
interference, whittling down capital 
on the spurious excuse that such a 
course was necessary to safeguard 
new capital, would frighten rather 
than attract investors. 
Government experiments, disastrous 
to stockholders, failed to take into 
account that, while road competition 
was drawing traffic from the rail- 
ways, and the company, in addition, 
had to meet out of reduced income 
the. increased cost of coal and other 
raw materials, vastly increased wage 
bills had to be paid, gravely 
depleting the money which should be 
available for renewals and main- 
tenance.
